Mischief". I cleared from thla call at 10*38 JUHi 
Fro* th*r* I drove to th* 2300 block of West Illinois 
Av»nu* whsre I .topped at th* Slllivan Service Station 
to gat air put in a low tlr* on th* .quad ear. Attend- 
ant Larry Sullivan W/K20, who aired th* tlr*, aakad 
for information regarding a traffic ticket which b* >• 
had received. Th* radio in th* car was tumad up loud. 

I turned it down ao that 1 could understand what m was 
•aying. I inadvertantly turned it down so low that it 
could not be heard. 

At 10x48 A.H. th* Dispatcher attempted to contact me for 
a radio to 1215 Turner regarding an injured person. 
At IO152 A.M. I realised that I had turned the radio 
volume to low and corrected this tgr turning it up ao it 
could be heard. 

At 10x54 A.M. , two minutes after turning th* volume up, 
the Dispatcher called . I answered, notifying him that 
■y radio had b**n turned down. 

Th* radio in thla car i* very eeneitiv* to volume con- 
trol and can very easily ha turned completely off when 
reducing the velaM.
